And yet not three Lords : but one Lord. 

For like. as we are compelled by the Christian verity : 
to acknowledge every Person by Himself to be God and 
Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the Catholic Religion : to say, 
There be three Gods, or three Lords. 

The Father is made of none : neither created, nor 
begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone : not made, nor created, 
but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the Father and of the Son : 
neither made, nor created, nor begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers ; one Son, no! 
three Sons : one Holy Ghost, not three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is afore or after other : none 
is greater or less than another. 

But the whole three Persons are co-eternal together : 
and co-equal. 

So that in all things, as is aforesaid : the Unity in 
Trinity, and the Trinity in Unity, is to be worshipped. 

He therefore that will be saved : must thus think of the

FURTHERMORE, it is necessary to everlasting salvation:

One altogether; not by confusion of Substance ; but 
by unity of Person. 

For as the reasonable soul and flesh is one man : so 
God and Man is one Christ; 

Who suffered for our salvation : descended into hell, 
rose again the third day from the dead. 

He ascended into heaven, He sitteth on the right hand 
of the Father, God Almighty : from whence He shall come 
to judge the quick and the dead. 

At whose coming all men shall rise again with their 
bodies : and shall give account for their own works.

mm] ARLY beloved Brethren, 

The hope of Christians in the beginning, 
which encouraged and strengthened them to 
bear up against the cruel persecutions which 

: desolated the Church, was that the Lord Jesus 
Christ would speedily return to this earth, and give rewards 
unto His faithful servants. For this they were willing to 
die, and for this they lived; and this hope purified them, 
and made them meet for the kingdom of heaven. The 
hope of Him who should. bruise the serpent’s head con- 
soled Eve, after she had seen the misery which she had 
brought upon her posterity. The same hope comforted 
the patriarchs. But we, and all our brethren, are fallen 
away from our hope: we have fallen into the sin of stand- 
ing still, instead of going on unto perfection; the sin 
which so easily besets us, and against which we are 
specially warned in holy Scripture. We love not the suf- 
fering creation, which is groaning, waiting for deliverance : 
we have not thought of the departed martyrs, by whose 
zeal and faithfulness the knowledge of God has been 
handed down to us; and who, having fallen asleep, wait 
for the resurrection of their bodies, that they may enter 
into the joy and presence of their Lord. Our love to our 
Saviour, who longs to hear our cry that He should come 
again unto us, and deliver us from all temptation and 
trial, hath waxed cold. We have ceased to feel for the 
oppressed poor all over the earth, who have none to help 
them but the Lord. Oh! we are indeed hard-hearted and 
selfish, and the love of God dwelleth not in us; since 
seeing our brethren in so much need, we come not to their 
aid, and seek not the Lord in. behalf of a world lying in 
pain and misery, that He, who alone is the Saviour of the 
body as well as of the soul, would come and wipe away

tears from off all faces. We have indeed been anxious for 
our own personal salvation; but we have lost.sight of the 
Body of Christ, and forgotten that it is only as one body, 
and not as individuals, that we can be received into glory. 
We have been altogether indifferent to God’s glory, and to 
God’s end and purpose, to be accomplished and brought 
about by His Church, which He formed as His instru- 
ment to effect His ends. The Jews have been reviled as 
unbelievers; whilst they have been more steadfast in the 
faith of the promises made unto them, than we in those 
made unto us. 

Yet God hath not shut up His loving-kindnesses in dis- 
pleasure, nor forgotten His covenant for ever. He still 
waiteth to be gracious, and is ready to hearken to the cry 
of His people who turn unto Him with weeping and in 
true penitence of heart.

Administration of boly Baptism, 


The day and hour appointed for the 
administration of Baptism should 
be announced to the Congregation 
after the Communion on the Lord's 
Day. Sponsors should therefore 
give notice during the previous 
week that they desire to present 
the Candidate for baptism.

Solemn Absolution of Penitents 


IN PRIVATE. 


When any person burdened with the 
conscience of sin, and desiring the 
grace of absolution, shall make known 
such burden or desire to the Pastor 
or Elder, the Pastor or Elder shall 
give to such person, as soon as may 
be, full opportunity for making par- 
ticular confession of his sins, and upon 
receiving such confession shall either 
give the person proper ghostly coun- 
sel or advice, and also dismiss him 
with a blessing, or (if the sins con- 
fessed be of such a nature, and the 
person in such a state of mind, as 
shall render it fitting) he shall ap- 
point a time for the solemn adminis- 
tration of the rite of absolution. 


If for any reason the Penitent desire 
that some other Priest should be ap- 
pointed to receive his confession in- 
stead of the Pastor or Elder in 
immediate charge of him, it is law- 
ful for him to make known such de- 
sire to the Angel. 


If the sins confesscd be of a nature to 
call for remedy or compensation by 
the Penitent, the Priest shall, at the 
time of confession, point out the same, 
and the mode of remedy or compen- 
sation, and shall warn the Penitent, 


that, except he be minded and re- 
solved to effect such remedy or com- 
pensation (and do fulfil the same at 
the first opportunity in his power), 
the pronouncing of absolution will be 
unto condemnation, and not unto life. 
Nor can the Priest pronounce abso- 
lution, except in the belief that the 
Penitent either has effected, or pur- 
poses to the utmost of his power to 
effect, such remedy or compensation. 


The Priest shall aiso counsel the Pent- 
tent, that in prospect of coming up 
to receive absolution he should use 
abstinence and fasting. And any 
Priest pronouncing absolution shoula 
do so fasting : remembering the words 
of the Lord, who condemned those 
that sat in the seat of judgment, for 
that they laded men with heavy bur - 
dens, but touched them not themselves 
with one of their fingers ; and the 
words of the Apostle, that we should 
restore them that are overtaken in a 
fault in the spirit of meekness, con- 
sidering ourselves also; and that we 
should bear one another's burdens, 
and so fulfil the law of Christ, The 
Priest should also bear in mind, that 
not for his own merits, but through 
the gift of God’s grace, and by the 
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ordination of Christ for the blessing — 


of others, he is constituted to be the| 


ninister of Christ for pronvuncing 
the pardon of God to those that re- 
pent. 


The prayers and devotions in this Ser- 
vice may also serve for occasions 


when solemn Absolution shall net be | 


pronounced, but only prayer offered 
for those distressed and troubled in 
mind,

Nove.— Parents should remember that ' 


it is their duty to instruct their 
childven in the truths of the Christian 
religion, and for that purpose to ac- 
quire sufficient knowledge to enable 
them to fulfil this duty. None can 
discharge it so efficiently as parents. 
The following Catechism is designed 
to assist them, and others upon whom 
the like office may devolve, in per- 
forming it ; and to assist the children 
also in deriving the full benefit of 
the instruction they receive. It con- 
tains those principles, both of Chris- 
tian doctrine and discipline (conveyed 
in a practical form), which parents 
are bound to explain in order to pre- 
pare their children for admission to 
the holy Communion, and to give 
them a due estimate of the offices of 
the Christian Ministry. The mode 


of question and answer is helpful to 
all concerned, especially in fixing on 
the memory, in early years, the truths 
which all Christians ought to know 
and hold fast through life, Of these 
truths this Catechism is a most useful 
manual for all persons, andit furnishes 
a most valuable touchstone of truth 


during the whole pericd of life. 


Parents sheuld avail themselves of the 
Lord’s Day, and of other convenient 
occasions, to catechize their children, 
And they should take care to in- 
struct them not merely in the letter, 
but in the meaning, of the answers 
contained in this Catechism.

3. QO. Why are your godfathers 
and godmothers called sponsors? 

A. Because they.made answer 
for me in my baptism: and did 
then, in the first place, renounce 
in my name the devil and all his 
works, the pomps and vanities ot 
this wicked world, and all sinful 
desires of the flesh: secondly, 
they confessed in my name all 
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the. articles of the Christian 
Faith : and, thirdly, they en- 
gaged for me that I should sub- 
mit myself to the will of Christ, 
and obediently keep God’s com- 
mandments, and walk in the 
same all the days of my life. 


4. Q. Dost thou not think that 
thou art bound to believe, and to 
do, as they have engaged in thy 
name ? 

A. Yes, verily ; and by God’s 
help so I will. And I heartily 
thank our heavenly Father, that 
He hath called me to this state 
of salvation, through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour. And I pray unto 
God to give me His grace, that 
I may ever continue in the same. 


5. Q. Rehearse the articles of 
thy belief. 

A. I believe in God the Fa- 
ther Almighty, Maker of heaven | 
and earth: And in Jesus Christ | 
His only Son our Lord, Who was | 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, 


born of the Virgin Mary, suffered | 
under Pontius Pilate, was cruci- | 
fied, dead, and buried ; He de- 
scended into hell ; the third day 
He rose again from the dead; 
He ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God 
the Father Almighty ; from thence |

I am the Lord thy God, which 
have brought thee out of the land

I, Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me. 

II. Thou shalt not make unto 
thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth: thou shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, 
nor serve them: for I the Lord 
thy God am a Jealous God, visit- 
ing the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them 
that hate me ; and showing mercy 
unto thousands of them that love 
me, and keep my command- 
ments.

A. A Sacrament is an outward 
and visible sign of an inward and 
spiritual grace given unto us; or- 
dained by Christ as a means 
whereby we receive the grace, 
and a pledge to assure us thereof. 


2. Q. How many parts are 
there in a Sacrament ? 

A. Two; the outward visible 
sign, and the inward spiritual 
grace. 


3. [Q. Which be the two Sa- 
craments that Christ hath spe- 
cially ordained, the one _ for 
making us members of His mys- 
tical Body the Church, and the 
other for nourishing us unto eter- 
nal life ? 

A. The Sacrament of Baptism, 
and the Sacrament of the Eu- 
charist, or Lord’s Supper. ] 


4. Q. What is the outward 
visible sign or form in baptism ? 

A. Water; wherewith the per- 
son is baptized, ‘‘ In the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” 


5. Q. What is the inward and 
spiritual grace ? 


6. Q. What are the benefits 
conveyed to us in baptism ? 

A. Being by nature born in 
sin, and the children of wrath, 
we receive herein the remission 
of sins; and are made, through 
the operation of the Holy Ghost, 
members of Christ, the children 
of God, and inheritors of the 
kingdom of heaven. 


7. Q. What is required of 
persons to be baptized ? 

A. Repentance, whereby they 
forsake sin; and faith, whereby 
they steadfastly believe the gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


8. Q. Why then are infants 
baptized, when by reason of their 
tender age they cannot make 
profession either of repentance or 
of faith ? 

A. Forasmuch as they profess 
the same by their sureties or spon- 
sors, by which profession they 
themselves are bound. 


9. Q. Why was the Sacrament 
ofthe Eucharist,or Lord’s Supper, 
ordained ? 

A. For the continual remem- 
brance of the Sacrifice of the 
death of Christ, and of the bene.

11. [Q. Is, then, the Eucha- 
rist a sacrifice ? 

A. Yes; it is the great memo- 
rial sacrifice offered continually, 
in commemoration of the one 
Oblation offered upon the cross, 
once for all, by Jesus Christ ; 
for herein we ‘‘do show forth 
the Lord’s death till He come.” 
And we present therein before 
God, the Body and Blood of 
Christ broken and shed for us; 
even as Christ Himself, our High 
Priest in the heavens, appears 
before God as the Lamb as it 
had been slain. ] 


12. Q. What is the outward 
part or sign in the Eucharist, or 
Lord’s Supper ? 

A. Bread and wine, which the 


Lord hath commanded to be con: 
secrated, offered, and received. 


13. Q. What is the inward 
part or thing signified ? 

A. The Body and Blood of 
Christ, which are verily and in- 
deed present in this sacrament, 
and are spiritually received by 
the faithful in the Lord’s Supper. 


14. Q. What are the principal 
benefits conveyed to us in this 
sacrament ? 

A. First, our strengthening 
and refreshing by the Body and 
Blood of Christ ; and, secondly, 
our communion with Him, and 
with all saints, in partaking of 
the same. 


15. Q. What is required of 
them who come to the Lord’s 
Supper? 

A. To examine themselves, 
whether they repent them truly 
of their former sins, steadfastly 
purposing to lead a new life; 
have a lively faith in God’s mercy 
through Christ, with a thankful 
remembrance of His death; and 
be in charity with all men. 


Part III. 


1, Q. You have said that you 
believe the ‘‘ Holy Catholic 
Church :” What is the Church ? 

A. The Church is the congre- 
gation of all who believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and are bap- 
tized according to His command- 
ment. It is the Household of 
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God, the Body of Christ, the 
Temple of the Holy Ghost. 


2. Q. How doth God make 
known His will in the Church ? 
A. Holy men of old were 


‘moved by the Holy Ghost to de- 


clare the will of God; and the 
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words of God delivered by them, 
and contained in the Scriptures 
of the Old Testament, were com- 
mitted to the Jews. These, to- 
gether with the writings of the 
evangelists and apostles of the 
New Testament, have been pre- 
serve in the Christian Church, 
and handed down to us: and 
Christ hath set in His Church 
ministries for the guidance of 
His people, in accordance with 
His written word. And to all 
men God bears witness by the 
Church, proclaiming His salva- 
tion, and blessing the works of 
His hands. 


3. Q. What ministries hath our 
Lord Jesus Christ given to His 
Church ? 

A. When He ascended up on 
high, He received gifts for men: 
and He gave some men, apostles; 
and some, prophets ; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers. 


4. Q. For what ends were 
these ministries given ? 

A. They were given for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the Body of Christ ; 
till we all come unto the unity 
of the faith and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 


5. Q. What is the meaning of 
the word Apostle? 


A. Afostle is ‘‘one sent forth.” 


6. Q. How are apostles dis- 
tinguished from all other minis- 
ters? 

A. Apostles are neither of 
men, nor by man; but by Jesus 
Christ and God the Father, sent 
forth immediately and directly. 


47. QO. Howareall other minis- 
ters set in the Church ? 

A. They are set in the Church 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, not 
immediately, but through ordi- 
nation by apostles, or by those 
whom they have delegated for 
that purpose. 


8. Q. What do you mean by 
Ordination ? 

A. Ordination is the means 
appointed by God for admitting 
those who are to serve in the 
ministry to some order or dlegree 
therein. 

9. Q. How is Ordination con- 
ferred ? 

A. Ordination is conferred by 
the laying on of hands with 
prayer: and therein God bestows 
the gift of His Holy Spirit, for 
enabling him that is ordained to 
fulfil, in spirit and in truth, the 
work of the ministry, in the 
order to which he is admitted.

13. Q. How are we to regard 
the angel of the church ? 

A. We should honour the 
angel as the chief minister and 
pastor, to whom God has com- 
mitted the charge. of the whole 
flock, including the priests and 
the deacons; and who is ap- 
pointed to offer in the congrega- 
tion the intercession of the 
Church.

Q. How are we to regard 
the priests ? 

A. We should honour the 
priests as those appointed, under 
the angel, to minister the word 
of God and the sacraments; to 
watch over our souls as good 
shepherds of the sheep ; and to 
offer in the congregation the 
prayers of the Church. 


15. Q. How are we to regard 
the deacons ? 

A. We should honour the 
deacons as the ministers of God 
appointed to guide us, both by 
word and example, in the paths 
of righteousness; to assist the 
priests in the ministry of the 
Church ; to help those who seek 
io them, in the management of 
their secular affairs; and to re- 
lieve the poor and afflicted. 


16. Q. What isthe rite of the 
Laying on of apostles’ hands on 
the members of the Church ? 

A. It is asacrament or rite in 
which is bestowed the Gift of the 
Holy Ghost, the Comforter, upon 
those who have been baptized 
and are come to full age. 


17. Q. What benefits are con- 
ferred upon them in this rite ? 

A. They are established and 
confirmed, sealed and anointed: 
and therein the Holy Ghost 
divides His gifts to each one 
severally, as He will. 


18. Q. What is meant by 
speaking of the Gift of the Holy

19. Q. What is the manifest- 
ation of the Spirit, which is given 
to each, for the profit of all ? 

A. The Holy Ghost, in coming 
down upon them that are sealed, 
gives to one the word of wisdom, 
to another the word of know- 
ledge, to another faith, to an- 
other the gifts of healing, to an- 
other the working of miracles, to 
another prophecy, to another 
discerning of spirits, to another 
divers-kinds of tongues, to an- 
othertheinterpretation oftongues. 
All these worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as He will. 


20. Q. Has our Lord Jesus 
Christ left power in His Church 
to forgive sins? 

HANicsrameiiesssaid: to ELis 
apostles, ‘‘ Whosesoever sins ye 
remit, they are remitted unto 
them : and whosesoever sins ye 
retain, they are retained.” 


21. Q. What should they do 
whose consciences are burdened 
by sin? 

A. They should seek the 
special absolution of the Lord 
from the priest who has charge 
of their souls. 


22. Q. What are the benefits 
of absolution when duly received ? 

A. The benefits of absolution 
are, first, pardon through the 
blood of Christ of the sins con- 
fessed ; secondly, deliverance 
through the Holy Ghost from 
the power of evil, under the do- 
minion of which the penitent had 
fallen ; thirdly, a restoration to 
the state of grace in Christ, of 
those who through wilful and de- 
liberate sin had fallen therefrom. 


23. Q. What is required of 
those who seek absolution, in 
order to receive the same with 
benefit ? 

A. That they be heartily sorry 
for and repent of their sins past: 
that they make restitution and 
recompense, so far as they are 
able, to those whom they have 
wronged; and that they stead 
fastly purpose for the time to 
come to obey God’s holy will and 
commandments. 


24. Q. What is the rite of 
anointing the sick with oil? 

A. St. James teaches us con- 
cerning this rite, that if any be 
sick, he should send for the elders 
of the church, who should pray 
over him, anointing him with oil 
in the Name of the Lord. 


25. Q. What are the benefits 
to be derived from this rite ? 

A. St. James teaches us again, 
that the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him. 
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26. Q. How ought we to offer 
of our substance to God ? 

A. By payment of tithes which 
He has commanded and reserved 
to Himself : and by making offer- 
ings, as he shall give us the 
means. 


27. Q. What portion of our 
time are we to dedicate to God 
by special observances ? 

A, We are to dedicate the 
Lord’s Day to the service of God, 
and to attend upon the other ap- 
pointed services of worship as 
often as our other duties permit. 


28. Q. What are the hours 
appointed for daily worship ? 

4A. The first and last hours of 
every day (reckoning the day 
from six in the morning to six in 
the evening) : and on the Lord’s 
Day there are in addition prayers 
in the forenoon and in the after- 
noon ; and, after the prayers in 
the forenoon, the Eucharist is 
solemnly celebrated. 


29. 9. Which are the three 
great festivals appointed to be 
observed yearly ? : 

A. Christmas Day, or the day 
of the nativity of our Lord ; 
Easter Day, or the day of His 
resurrection ; and Pentecost, or 
the day of the descent of the 
Holy Ghost. 


30. Q. What is the object of 
all our holy services as regards 
God? 

A, That we may fear, honour, 
and worship His holy. Name, 
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praise Him forall His goodness, 
and renew our vows to serve an? 
obey Him in all our ways. 


31. Q. What is the object of 
these services as regards our- 
selves ? 

A. That we may humble our- 
selves before God, confessing our 
sin, seek and obtain His forgive- 
ness and the renewal of His hea- 
venly grace, put Him in remem- 
brance of His promises, and be- 
seech Him to bestow upon us 
and upon all men the things of 
which we stand in need ; and 
that, receiving His blessing, we 
may be, conformed by the Holy 
Ghost to the image of Christ, to 
the glory of God the Father. 


32. Q. Youhave told me what 
is the immediate object of assem- 
bling together in the services of 
the Church: tell me now, what 
is the ultimate end of all services, 
sacraments, and ministries of the 
Church ? 

A. That we and all Christian 
people may be made perfect in 
holiness, and be prepared in one 
Body for the appearing of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; when He 
shall be revealed from heaven in 
like manner as He went up, and 
the dead in Christ shall be raised, 
and we which are alive and re- 
main to His coming shall be 
caught up together with them in 
the clouds to meet the Lord in 
the air ; and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. And in this hope 
I say, ‘‘ Amen. Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus.”

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PREFACE. 


N issuing this edition of the Psalter, the editors 
have to offer their thanks for many valuable sug- 
Ve gestions to those to whom the specimen sheets 
were submitted. Of these suggestions it will be 

= found that good use has been made, especially if 
the importance as well as the number of the alterations be 
taken into account. The editors would assure those whose 
suggestions have not been adopted, that they have at least 
been carefully considered. But it would require a volume to 
discuss the reasons by which their conclusions as to the many 
nice or knotty points which occur in editing a Psalter have 
been arrived at. The editors will therefore only beg that 
they who at first sight see matter for blame will give this 
edition a few months’ trial, as their own experience has taught 
them that the most decided views may be greatly modified 
on a second, or third, or even fourth revision. 

With regard to the tones themselves, it may be mentioned 
that they are here printed in their natural form, in which no 
sharps or flats occur. The ancient clefs proper to Church 
Music are employed, and the clef is always placed on such a 
line as that the stave may contain the whole scale of the mode 
to which the particular tone belongs. For the sake of dis- 
tinction, the C clef is used for the authentic tones, and the F 
clef for the plagal tones, except in the case of tone XII., where 
the F clef would not permit the whole scale of the mode to 
appear within the compass of the stave. 

It is much to be desired that, so far as may be possible, 
the tones should be sung at their natural pitch, as they are 
printed. This, however, is not always practicable, and trans- 
position then becomes necessary. When the tones are sung 
without instrumental accompaniment (whzch ts the method 
most in accordance with thei; structure and design), transpo- 
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sition presents no difficulty, and may be left to the discretion, 
of the leader of the singing. But when an organ is employed, 
as it is in most churches, transposition becomes a more com- 
plicated matter. In view of this difficulty a book? of har- 
monies has been prepared, in which each tone is exhibited at 
its natural pitch, when this is practicable, or in one or more 
transposed versions. 

The capital letters placed in brackets after the number of 
the tone, at the head of certain psalms, refer to these different 
versions of the tone, and indicate which version should be 
used. Great care has thus been taken to guard against doing 
violence to musical Jaws in passing from one tone to another. 
Where two capitals are placed after the number of a tone, 
either version may be used indifferently, except that, of course, 
when two consecutive psalms are marked with two capitals, 
say A and c, then the same version must be used for both 
psalms. It may also be well to note here that the sharps or 
flats which appear in the harmonized versions of the tones 
do not indicate ‘‘ keys” in the modern sense of the word, 
and must not be so regarded by organists. 

The words printed in capitals at the beginning of each 
psalm and of each verse of the Gloria Patri, are intended to 
be sung to the intonation, which is the name given to the 
three or four netes which precede the first long note in each 
tone. Care has been taken to arrange these words as far as 
possible in such a way as that they may be used by the leaders 
of the singing to start the psalmody with good effect. They 
should always be sung firmly and sonorously. 

The other words in the first half of each verse down to the 
first acute accent are sung to the long note called the reciting 
note or dominant. These words should be sung deliberately, 
and with just such emphasis and care as would be used if they 
were being read instead of sung. All hurry is to be avoided. 
The acute accent indicates the first note of the third part of 
the tone, called the mediation, which consists of two or four 
notes. To these are sung the remaining words or syllables 
down to the asterisk which divides each verse. In certain 
mediations the last note may be omitted. This is indicated 
in the music by the dots placed before the last note. (The 
accents always correspond with the accented notes of the 
. tone, which are those of this shape 9.) 

In the second half of each verse, the words down to the 
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first accented syllable belong to the second long or reciting 
note. The rest are sung to the last part of the tone called 
the cadence or ending. 

The following rules are all that need be added to explain 
the use of the signs employed in the pointing. 

In the intonation, mediation, and ending, any word or part 
of a word not divided by a hyphen is to be sung to one note, 
whatever may be the number of its syllables. When parts 
of a word are to be sung to different notes, the syllables are 
divided by a hyphen or hyphens. 

As already mentioned, the words or syllables to be sung to 
the accented notes are marked with an acute accent (’). When 
two or more notes are assigned to one syllable it is marked 
with an accent and a dot, or two or more dots, thus (**) or 
(7**), or (**), or (**). When two or more words or parts of 
different words are to be sung to the same note, they are 
coupled by a tie (~). With regard to this, it should be noted 
that the tie only indicates that the syllables so coupled are to 
be sung to the same musical note: it does zo¢ indicate that 
these syllables are to be jumbled together in pronunciation. 
This fault of unnatural pronunciation is indeed the great evil 
to be avoided in singing the psalms, and to this end it can 
never be too urgently impressed on those not familiar with 
the Gregorian modes, that there is no fixed relation between 
the notes in respect of duration, such as there is between 
minims, crotchets, and quavers, in modern music. As a 
general rule the unaccented notes of the mediation and 
ending, should be sung somewhat more rapidly and lightly 
than the rest of the tone. The last note of the tone should 
always be sung as lightly and as short as possible ; very much 
as the last syllable of a spoken sentence is pronounced. 

In the case of tones I. 1 and Iv. 1, it is desired to call 
attention to the fact that the last note but ome is accented, 
and not the last note but two. Unless the accents of these 
tones are thus observed, the pointing of the psalms for which 
they are used will appear ridiculous. In tone IX. there 1s an 
additional note, an anticipation or indication of the second 
reciting note, introduced at the end of the first reciting note 
before the mediation. The syllable to which this note belongs 
is marked by a dot, if sung to this note alone, or with two 
dots if sung to the sound of the reciting note as well as this 
grace note. In Psalm CXI1X. the long mediation of tone I. 
is employed. 

To prevent possible misapprehension, the editors wish her¢ 
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to state that while they have been enabled to print this 
Psalter uniform with the forthcoming editions of the Liturgy, 
yet the work is not issued by authority, but is to be regarded 
as a private endeavour to meet a widely-felt want. 

In conclusion, they would express their hope that their 
work, however faulty, may be found of some use towards the 
literal fulfilment of the apostolic precept, ‘‘that ye may with 
one mind and one mouth glorify God.”

PREFACE 
TO THE THIRD EDITION. 


HIS selection of Hymns is intended, 
primarily, for the use of certain congre- 
gations who, abiding in the Catholic faith, are 
waiting for the appearing of the Lord from 
heaven. 

This original hope of Christians, which 
declined with “the first love,” has been 
revived by the voice of the Comforter, 
speaking, as of old, by the members of the 
Body of Christ, and enabling them to receive, 
with faith and obedience, Apostles, whom the 
Lord, by the same Spirit, has sent to prepare 
His way before Him. 

In addition to the Divine songs gad anthems, 
principally from Holy Scripture, which had 
been in use among these congregations, a 
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desire had long existed for a larger selection 
of Hymns, for use both in the public worship 
of the Church and in private devotional 
exercises, before the first edition of this Book 
was issued. 

The object in preparing it was to provide 
such Hymns as might aid, and serve to 
express, their faith and hope. In the present 
edition the Collection has been considerably 
enlarged. 

Some of the Hymns are original, and appear 
for the first time in print ; some have long 
been in use in different sections of the Church.
